There are 560,095 
acres on this side of the river that

garden

with orange and grape-grow ing or­ 
chards.” 
There are 145 separate ir­ 
rigation enterprises now' operating, 
having a total valuation of about 
$20,000,000. 
This is a very* small 
part of the area of good lands in 
Texas. 


Who W an ts a Pen itentiary ?

I of inspection over a large part of
